Geraldine  Go  Fenn,  Ass’t  State  Club 
Leader  of  i\Iontana’s  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics  Extension  Service,  virites  to 
our  Cafeteria  Manager  as  follows: 

Dear  Mr.  Lommasson: 

During  the  past  year  I spent  nine 
months  in  V/ashington  studying  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  at  The  George 
Yifashington  Ifniversity.  Under  this  arrange 
ment  I had  many  of  my  meals  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  Cafeteria,  as  did  two 
of  my  fellow  students.  All  three  of  us 
felt  that  the  cafeterias  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  v/ere  doing  an  excell- 
ent job  of  serving  huge  numbers  of  people 
with  food  which  was  tasty,  in  season,  and 
inexpens ive • 

In  my  work  it  is  necessary  for  me  to 
eat  out  a great  deal  and  I get  very  tired 
of  the  usual  run  of  food  which  is  served 
in  public  eating  places.  However,  I can 
truthfully  say  that  I did  not  ever  tire 
of  the  food  served  in. your  cafeterias  dur- 
ing the  entire  year,  liie  thought  it  was 
tastily  prepared,  very  attractive,  and 
that  there  was  considerable  variety. 

Cne  morning  I happened  to  get  in  the 
wrong  elevator  and  suddenly  found  myself 
in  the  middle  of  the  kitchen.  The  lady 
in  charge  was  very  pleasant  and  invited 
me  to  inspect  the  kitchen.  This  was  a 
very  enjoyable  experience  and  I learned  a 
great  deal.  I vowed  at  that  time  that  I 


would  write  you  upon  my  return  and  let 
you  knov;  hov/  we  felt  about  your  food 
services . 

It  is  easy  to  complain  but  one  does 
not  always  take  the  time  to  express 
appreciation  for  a job  v\rell  done.  We 
felt  you  people  were  doing  a good  job 
and  so  I wanted  to  be  sure  to  tell  you 
so.
